ll-Fated Jump ‘Lost Class of ‘54’

FORT. BRAGG, N.C. — Three 
years ago a young sergeant from 
the 82d Abn. Div.’s Pathfinder Pla- 
toon made a parachuie ‘jump here 
often referred tu as, “the one that 
lost us the West Point Class of °54.” 

Only one fifth vf the sergeant’s 
parachute caught any air and he 
fell to the field below, nearly in 
the laps of a wide-eyed group of 
West Point Cadets 


There is a ballad which the men 


of the’ Airborne sing among them- 

“There was blood upon the risers, 
there was brains upon the chute 

Intestines was a dangling from his 
paratrooper. suit. 

They picked him up and poured 
him from his paratrooper boots, 

AND.HE AINT GONNA JUMP NO 

MORE.” 

But SFC John A. Faber sur- 
vived the accident, and returned to 
jump again. On Fridiy, April 13, 
he was awarded the golden “Cen- 
tury Wings,” for making his 100th 
jump. 

ON. THAT Yateful day in July 
1953, Faber and Sgt. Carl Sellers 
also of the Pathfinder Platoon, 
jumped in demonstration for the 
West Foie Cadets, who lined in 
Bleachers o the edge ‘of the green 
field 1200 feet below as the Flying 
Bexcar started its sweep. 

The first man out was Sellers. As 
he looked up to check his canopy, 

downward; 


he saw Faber tunibling i 
his e twisting above 
like an cat's tail. 

As F: me. —— yelled, 


caught preventing the chute from 
inflating. 


Furthermore, the spinning 
shroud of loose nylon trailing him 
down gave the illusion that his 
own body was spinnirg. He didn’t 
pull the handle of his reserve

_.' Except in these two areas, we thought the commission's 
recommendations reflected a rational and courageous @ 
proach to a very diff.cult subject. While classing as “gene 
sound” thé existing program of payments for service-con- 
nected disabilities, it saw a need to increase payments to those 
seriously disabled. In the field of disabilities not connected 
with service injuries, it would blend payments with money 
already received from Old Age and Survivor Insurance and 
other welfare programs. . This makes sense, though it leads 
an observer to wonder how much of the group’s thinking on 
this score was influenced by recent disclosures in Congress 
of a few cases of fraudulent medical care. 

The commission also recognized the need for a revision 
of the survivor benefits laws, which ‘are a hopeless mess of 
inequities. It asked quick passage of HR 7089, which would 
maké the system uniform, and this should supply the push 
necessary to get the bill to the President. The Bradley group 
did another good turn for veterans in recommending a two- 
year extension of the War II home loan privileges, which 
otherwise would expire in July 1957. This proposal goes even 
beyond the stop-gap measure voted by the House, which 

“would give builders an extra year, beyond July 25, 1957, to 
complete the sale of homes built under the program. 

“However, we think the commission acted unwisely in 
telling the President that a disability of at least 30 percent 
should be required of veterans below the age of 70 before they 
can become eligible for pension benefits. The report notes 
that 2,076,000 veterans now are drawing monthly payments 
for service-connected disabilities. It also points out that half 
of the men have disabilities of 20 percent or less. What seems 
to us an arbitrary limit of 30 percent thus appears a calcu- 
‘lated effort to wipe off the rolls at a stroke more than 50 per- 
cent of these men: The commission says it only wishes to 

oe assistance for those who-need it most. If this must 

me only at the expense of so many others in need, then 
it is oak worthwhile. 

A similar accusation of discrimination may alse be 
leveled against the commission’s findings on the treatment 
of “peacetime” veterans (those who éntered service after 
Jan, 31, 1955). It asked that they be given the usual death 
benefits, medical care for service-connected disabilities, re- 
employment rights and jobless pay. No -mustering-out pay, 
no loan or schooling privileges. Yet it had this to say of the 
two GI Bills made available to War II and Korean war vet- 
erans: 

“Plainly, the expenditures for readjustment. benefits 
‘were a sound investment ... In many cases, they more than 
balanced any handicaps resulting from military service. The 
nation, too, has gained. Education and training benefits, in 
particular, helped overcome what should otherwise have been 
a serious deficit in education...” 

Yet these. considerations apparently did not enter into 
the commission’s thinking.on behalf of “peacetime” soldiers. 
Genéral Bradley and the others know as well as anyone else 
the great need now existing for educated, technically trained

Dud Grenade Kills | 
Soldier at Carson - * 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—A Fort 
Carson soldier, Pvt. Donald H. Hor- 
tep, 21, was, fatally injured last 
week when an. unattended dud ex- 
ploded in his right hand. A second 
soldier escaped with only minor 
burns. 

The accident oecurred while Hor- 
top and other members of the 8th 
Div. Signal Co., were taking Army 
drivers’ tests approximately 20 
miles from the heart of the post. 


At the time of the accident, Hor- _ 
top and three other soldiers were 
on a break. They were walking to 
the top of a small hill when Hortop 
spotted a white-phosphorus gren- 
ade on the ground. 

As he picked it up, the grenade 
exploded instantly, severely burn- 
ing his hand and other portions of 
his body, and inflicting minor leg 
burns on Pvt. William Cocorikis, 
who was standing nearly 12 feet 
away. Cocorikis was released from 
the Carson hospital after treatment.

As an example of this, let’s take 
Co, C of the X Engineer Bn., which 
was recalled to active duty in 
August, 1950. It was 50% under- 
strength in NCOs Several good 
NCOs -were sent to leadership 
céurses' and several poor NCOs 
were transferred to non-critical 
positions. Both of these necessary 
steps further reduced NCO strength 
to the critical level. 

Of course, acting NCOs from 
among the fillers were the tem- 
porary answer. The permanent 
answer was a voluntary night NCO 
training program. 

The first meetings were de- 
liberately difficult, to eliminate 
the unqualified. Not all person- 
nel were encouraged to attend. 
The atmosphere, while maintain- 
ing military courtesy, was in- 
formal — a pot o* coffee was 
provided. by the mess hall and 
every one brought his own can- 
teen cup. 

After this program had been 
running a month, it was usually 
scheduled for Friday (GI night) 
with time off for NCOs to check 
progress. By then admittance was 
only by invitation. 

Liberal use was made of the 
film library. At least half of the 
time was devoted to a.training film 
which removed the burden of a 
lecture from thé limited number 
of officers and NCOs. These films 
were of an advanced nature, aimed 
at giving a’ good overall picture 
of the. Raa 

This voluntary program of lec- 
ture, discussion and training film 
was ‘aimed at the ambitious and 
intelligent group. It took at least 
four hours a week, and often 
more, which were only partially 
compensated by relief from cer- 
tain fatigue duties 

I believe this type of program 
can be of considerable value to any 
officer who must train his own 

NCOs under adverse conditions. It 

is obviously more applicable to 

_ relatively-isolated unit than to mili- 
tary organizations which ean pro- 
vide centralized training. 

It provides a valuable supple- 
ment to regular training for the 
more ambitious grour’ of trainees. 
It is also a refreshing break for 
the training officer who is tired 
of “keeving the subject simple 
eriough for the slowest man.”

A supply sergeant should inven- 

tory one or more items of property 
charged to his unit each in 
day. There ‘s never a day in which 





he does not have sufficient time to | his 


inventory in his property book. 
Perhaps it is an item of which he

find that his problems are small 

when the time comes fora required 
inventory. 

A penciled entry (identifiable 

only to the supply sergeant if de- 

sired) can be made on 

each sheet in his prop- 

erty book to indicate 

the latest inventory of 














geant to narrow the date of any 
losses and will certainly do much 
to impress a surveying officer with 
the fact that he has done a lot to 
properly safeguard the property 
entrusted to his care. 

I promise any supply. sergeant 


that if he will follow this inventory 


process on his own and will do 
all he can legally do to make up 
shortages and will carry out proper 
security measures, he can look for- 
ward with pleasure to the next 
semi-annual (or annual) inventory 
or turnover to a new commander. 

Make no bones about it. A clean 
inventory with no shortages is the 
best way in the world for a unit 
supply sergeant to impress his unit 
commander.

In all special orders issued on

“EM will not depart this station 
until approval vr rages from

Upon reporting, EM is advised

mpHe largest animal and the 
tallest bird in North 
America face extinction. 

' Extinction is a very harsh 
word. It means thé end of 
life. Not just the life of an 
individual, but the life of an 
entire species. 

At least, 38 different species of 
wildlife. on the continent are in 
peril of disappearing completely. 

For the most part, man has been 
responsible for the 


and fishes. It is also, ironically, 
man who can save the few remain- 
ing individuals of these species 
and perhaps bring their numbers 
to a safe margin of survival. 

Some of the endangered wild- 
life, like the temperamental old 
grizzly bear, the largest animal on 
the continent, and the proud 
whooping crane, the tallest— bird, 
as well as the green turtle of soup 
fame and the American crocodile, 
are well-known. 

Others, like the Eskimo curlew 
and Attwater’s prairie chicken, are 
not so familiar. 

Still others, like the lake det 
and the lake sturgeon are so taken 
for granted by the public that sug- 
gestion of their possible extinction 
is almost as hard to swallow as 
their bones. 

But these animals, all of which 
were onee Numerous on the con- 
tinent, are the victims of man’s 
mismanagement of his natural re- 
sources atid his greed. 

* * ” 


CONSERVATIONISTS point to 
the destruction of the animals’ 
homes through the poisonous pollu- 
tion of our waters, the burning of 
the forests, the overgrazing of the 
grasslands, the careless draining of 
swamps and marshes, and the wan- 
ton hunting with gun, trap and rod. 

In combination, these factors 
have decimated many animal popu- 
lations. Man has already destroyed 
some species. He will never again 
see the Merriam elk, passenger 
pigeon, Labrador duck, Carolina 
paroquet, sea mink, great auk or 
heath hen. 

Now others have been placed in 
a’ position where they, too, may 
soon be talked of only in the past 
tense. 

Whooping ‘cranes, subject of 
much publicity, in recent years, 
now number 28° Dependent on 
only one wintering area in Texas, 
after a flight down the middle of 
the United States from Canada, 
these huge white birds have been 
fighting for survival for 40 years. 

Fewer than 50 Exerglade kites, 
once found throughout most of 
Florida, are left. 

The Key deer, who stand only 
22 to 26 inches high, now number 
130 in their home in the Florida 
Keys. 

* > 

THE LAST SURVIVING mem- 
bers of the largest land bird in the 
nation, the California condor, num- 
ber 60. These birds, now restricted 
te the mountains of | California, 
ranged as far eastward as Florida 
many thousands of years ago. 

Perhaps the saddest example of 
contemporary extinction or near- 
extinction of a species is the story 
of the ivory-billed woodpecker, 
largest woodpecker in North Amer- 
ica. Originally inhabitants of the 
swamps of the Southeast, by 1926 
the bird was believed extinct. Al- 
though a few birds were spotted 
from time to time im the.40s and 
50s, there have been no au 
reports of an ivory-billed wood- 
pecker since 1952. 

These are but a few stark illus- 
trations of how once abundant 
wildlife populations have been 
backed into a survival corner.

=| first. opera that I ever saw was “‘I 


Pagliacci,” a few-years after Ca- 
ruso’s death. I recall that my par- 
ents’ conversation ‘after the opera 
was not particularly concerned with 
what had gone on-during the per- 
formance..They were much more 
interested in remembering— how 
much better it had been when Ca- 
ruso was alive. He was almost 
legendary in hig lifetime. After 
death, he became a mainstay of the 
phonograph industry and a Para- 
gon of operatic virtue. 

There have been other tenors 
whose v n certain respects— 
surpassed -Caruso’s. But I have 
never heard a voice as warm and 
magnetically attractive, shining 
through the scratch of old 78s and 
oveneetniae the . deadening 
qualities of acoustical recording. 
For more than half a century Ca- 
ruso has-been the outstanding 


try, and he earned his - pre-emi- 
nence, 

RCA’s Caruso album is a fine 
way to get to know his voice for 
those of us who could not. hear him. 
The three records contain 46 selec- 
tions, ranging from grand opera, 
through folksongs, to War I’s “Over 
There.” These records are likely 
to be a revelation to people who 
have not heard any of RCA Vic- 
tor’s eatlier releases on LP (or 78 
rpm) of the many Caruso songs in 
its archives.'The sound on the disks 
has been improved by elimination 
of seratches, ticks, and other ex- 
traneotis noises. In the process, 
though, some of the tremendous 
power of.Caruso’s voice got lost. I 
checked this ‘by playing an old 78 
rpm of-Caruso that I have (Masse- 
net’s “Elegie,” unfortunately not 
includéd in the album) and I was 





‘startled at. the comparisons, both 
favorable and unfavorable, that 


could be made. On the whole, how- 
ever, this is not a set to be missed 
by serious collectors “of vocal 
music. 

I am tot by any tned ns a Caruso 
specialist. I am told by a friend 
who is one that the aria “M’Ap- 
pari” from Martha is actually a 
1906 recording, not the 1917 one 
mentioned in the album. I don't 
think this makes very much dif- 
férence; the singing is superb. In- 
teresting for a different reason is 
the quartet “Dormi Pur,” a‘so from 
Martha, in which Caruso sings with 
four of his top-flight contempo- 
raries: soprano Frances Alda, con- 
tralto Josephine Jacoby, and the 
almost legendary bass Marcel Jour- 
net. It’s fabulous. The same holds 
for a trio’ from I Lombardi, with 
Alda and Journet. 

It’s hard to choose outstanding 
songs from a collection in which 
each item is extraordinarily good. 
Other items that particularly struck 
my fancy include Sei Morta Nel 
Vita Mia, which.

Ee gots was a time when Master Sergeant 
Thurman Pounds wouldn’t even consider 
living in a trailer. “Trailers are much too 
small for families,” he would say, “and where 
would we ever store everything we’ve ac- 
cumulated over 14 years of marriage?”

Helpful Hints 





To Keep Your 


Trailer Sound. 


WASHINGTON. — With more 
service people buying trailers than 
any other single group, there is 
considerable technical skill among 
the rolling householders. But for 
those who aren't as mobile-minded 
a few helpful hints may be wel- 
come. 

Whether your mobile home is 
equipped with a.single axle (two 
wheels). or is a tandem (four 
wheel) model, adherence to a few 
simple rules can avoid some pos- 
sible costly experience later on 
with the undercarriage. This is the 
term .applied'to the assembly con- 
sisting of tires. wheels, brakes, 
axles and springs. 


Good tread on tires is a neces- | 


sity. Frequent, checks should be 
made te guarantee correct, uni- 
form pressuré in all tires to elim- 
inate - cupping aud uneven tire 
wear» At all times keep enough 
air in_the tires to keep the side- 
wall ¢asinzs standing un properly. 
Softer tires on oné side cause a 
drag of sway. Overinfiation results 
in a rougher ride for the trailer 
and possible tire injury. 

It’s advisable to change tires 
from one side to the other every 
few thousand miles to equalize 
wear. 

Wheel lug bolts sometimes work 
loose, especially on large units, so 
it is a good ‘idea to inspect and 
tighten all lug bolts before starting 
on a trip and every few hundred 
miles thereafter. 

Grease the Springs and spring 
shackle cornections every 1,000 or 
1,500 miles, just as with your auto- 
mobile.

a regular run between Thule Air 
Base proper and an outlying instal- 
lation.

The drivers were last heard 
from at 6:45 a: m. 

At noon, Lt. John. P. Kuhn, sig- 
nal officer of the Arctic Group, was 
called, since the group directs and 
coordinates joint rescue operations. 
He was told that an Air Force res- 
cue Wease) had been sent to-locate 
the missing vehicles but efforts 
to make contact with the Air Force 
vehicle were unsuccessfu!.

AS COMPLETE DARKNESS 
fell, arrangemen‘s were made for 
the departure of a rescue party 
composed of an Arctic Group 
Weasel equipped with a rad:o and 
searchlight, and an Air Force 
Weasel without a radio. Benjamin 
L. Moore, motor officer; Lt. Kuhn; 
SP3 Charles E. Smith, Weasel driv- 
er and mechanic; and SP3 Richard 
P. Kibbie, radio operator, all from 
the Arctic Group, embarked with 
Lt. Moore in charge of the rescue 
party. Lt. Moore and SP Kibbie 
were veterans of a previous rescue. 

By 5 p. m., the party was on the 
road. The “phase” siill raged. Pre- 
vailing winds were 35 knots; tem. 

ratures ranged to 25 desreecs be- 
ow zero. Blowing snow obscured 
visibility so that it ranged from 
zero to 15 feet. The Weasel had 
been out for less than an hour 
when operational difficulties de- 
veloped. However, the rescue pariy 
was able to return to base and get 
another vebicle. i

THE SEARCH was conducted 
down the Tuto Road. Tuto is a 
semi-permanent camp constructed 
by the Transportation Arctic Group 
during the summer of 1955 to serve 
as its base for operations on the 


. adjacent Greenland ice cap. The 


party probed the darkness wiih a 
searchlight looking for the vehicles 
and searching survival shacks con- 
structed about one mile apart along 
the Tuto Road. 

Approaching Tuto. Junction, 
about seven miles from Thu'e Air 
Base, the party found the Air Force 
Weasel abandoned. The rescue 
Weasel was at the junction and 
turning to proceed down the road 
when the two Air Force men spot- 
ted the searchlight. They thought 
the Weasel was going to take the 
other fork of the road. By this 





time the winds’ had ahated tempo- 
rarily. Seeing the Weasel turning, 


they emerged from ‘the survival 
shack where had found shel- 
ter and ran in the direction of the 


rescue party.

THE AIR rescue Weasel 
which had gone out at 
noon had found the two truck 
drivers.

Thule was notified by radio that 
the rescue. was completed.

FORT SHERIDAN, Ul — An- 
nouncement was made this week 
of the letting of the contract for 
the restoration of the Officers 
Open Mess at Sheridan.

“Inured to battle-in World War 

I, elements of the Seventh Infantry 
Division assaulted the Island of 
Attu .during Wor'd War If, and 
forced. the fanatically resisting 
Japanese to surrender at Chicagoff 
Harbor. Early in 1944, the division 
landed on the islands of Kwajalein 
Atoll, and with the 4th Marine Div. 
wrested them from the Japanese. 
Later, storming the Philippines, 
the division drove through the 
enemy te Dagami, ehitteg to the 
west coast of . 
Leyte, and 
swept on to 
Ormoce. In 
Aprii, 1945, the 
qth Div. made 
an assault land- 
ing on Okinawa. 
After crossing 
the island in a 
single day, it 
engaged in a 
savage 5i-day 
battle to defeat 
the Japanese 
defenders.” 

These words, so admirably sum- 
ming up the long record of the 
Bayonet Division’s service, were 
spoken by Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
Chief of Staff, United States Army, 
in congratulating the division on 
its 38th Anniversary last Dec. 6.

THE BIGGEST part of the Di- 
vision’s life is taken up in pre- 
paredness for combat. The meas- 
ures which must ke employed in 
rugged, mountainous country, with 
extreme changes in temperature, 
are perfected by mobile headquar- 
ters units and fast-moving com- 
munication teams. 

The essential unit, however, is 
always the squad, needed to take 
and hold isolated pockets of the 
mountainsides. Korea’s inade- 
quate highway system demands 


First Bn., 17th Inf. Regt. re- 
Leently conducted the first mobility 
test.of an entire battalion combat 


team in peacetime Korea, when 


it departed early one morning to 
march with full field equipment 
for 29 miles into tactical. positions. 
On the folowing morning the men 
marched and rode back to the 
“Red Buffalo” camp, singing as 
they entered their post. 

Regimental problems like “Oper- 
ation Yuletide,” in which the 17th 
Inf. Regt. sharpened the potential 
of its tank-infantry teams into a 
coordinated attacking force, are 
routine in the division’s training 
program.
